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Plans to reintroduce BBC radio 
welcomed...but will it be heard?

CAMPAIGNERS for a 
BBC radio service for 
Dorset have given a 
guarded welcome to plans 
for a return of a Dorset- 
based breakfast pro¬ 
gramme from next year. 

But the BBC is being 
told that their plans are too 
late and do not go far 
enough - six years after it 
scrapped BBC Dorset FM. 

In those years nothing 


has been done to improve 
transmission and the pro¬ 
gramme will only be heard 
by less than a quarter of 
Dorset’s population. 

The campaign group to 
achieve a return of BBC 
local radio to the county 
says it will continue to 


press for a service which 
everyone in Dorset can 
hear. 

Ken Pett, chairman of 
the campaign group, said: 
“The Dorset Broadcasting 
Action Group (DorBAG) 
is obviously delighted that 
Jason Horton, Head of 
BBC South, who has 
worked closely with 
DorBAG for some time, 
has managed to get his 
proposal for a part-time 
Dorset Radio Station ap¬ 
proved by the BBC Trust. 

“We are most grateful for 
his support and the hard 
work we know he has put 
in to reach this point. 

“As founder of DorBAG, 
I am very grateful for the 
substantial support I have 
received from its mem¬ 
bers, and from Oliver 
Letwin who has very 
kindly and consistently 
acted as Chairman since 
the very beginning. 

“However, whilst wel¬ 
coming this move, we 


have always made clear 
that this will be viewed as 
a promising ‘first step’ to¬ 
wards a full County Local 
Radio Station, as already 
provided by the BBC in 
nearby counties such as 
Cornwall, Devon, Somer¬ 
set etc. 

“We are told that the 


BBC gives priority to 
those areas with the higher 
populations, but this does 
not explain why counties 
of a similar size to Dorset 
already have a full local 
radio station, while Dorset 
does not. 

“We will continue to 
press the BBC to achieve 


this goal.” 

Mr Pett continued: “We 
would encourage the peo¬ 
ple of Dorset, who can re¬ 
ceive the signal, to listen 
to this new programme as 
we know that the BBC 
monitors the size of listen-

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BERKSHIRE-born Adrian Clements moved to 
Dorset three-years-ago. A life-long history fan, 
the 44-year-old father of four started running 
costumed guided history tours in 2011. 

Now living in Dorchester, he owns and runs 
West Dorset History Walks. 


■ WHERE does your interest in history come from? 

I have had an interest in history for as long as I can re¬ 
member, British history in particular. Thirty years ago, I 
became involved in historical ‘re-enactment’ which really 
brought the past to life for me. Most historians have a 
favourite era and mine would have to be the 17th and 18th 
Centuries - Cavaliers and Roundheads, Highwaymen, Pi¬ 
rates and Smugglers. 

■ WHAT made you run history tours? 

After moving to Dorset, I began to fuel my passion for 
all things historical by researching as much as I could 
about the area. With so much turbulent history to draw 
upon in this part of the country, I felt a desire to share it 
with locals and visitors alike as part of a walking tour. 
That was how West Dorset History Walks came about. 

■ IS the West Dorset area good for historical inves¬ 
tigation? 

Absolutely. So much has happened in Dorset over thou¬ 
sands of years - from the Roman Invasion to WWII. 
There really is so much history to choose from. 

■ DO you have a favourite historical spot or story? 

I am very interested in the Monmouth Rebellion of 1685. 
Bridport was the scene of the first full-scale skirmish be¬ 
tween the Duke’s rebels and the Dorset Militia. The Bull 
Hotel was the focus for much of the fighting, so I always 
enjoy stopping there and relating the story on the tours. 

■ BLOOD, guts and ghosts really seem to sell his¬ 
tory. Was the past really so bloody and filled with 
superstition? 

Yes, the past really was very bloody and cruel. My Ghost 
Walk in Bridport is filled with gruesome and grisly facts, 
with the plague, hanging, drawing and quartering, etc. 
Most people really seem to enjoy being reviled. I think 
the Horrible Histories series for children has helped also. 
The kids seem to love it more than the adults. 

■ A GREAT ghost story surely embellishes the truth 
by sprinkling a little magic - how hard is it to sepa¬ 
rate fact from fiction? 

When researching a ghost story, you really do have to 



work hard to find out what really happened. It seems the 
facts change as the story is passed down through the gen¬ 
erations. I prefer to use genuine accounts that have been 
authenticated and then tell the story in such a way that it 
leaves a lasting impression on the listener. 

Of course, the smugglers of the 18th century were well 
versed in making up all sorts of ghost stories connected 
with lonely roads and churchyards to keep the locals 
away from their illegal contraband!

■ HAVE you ever seen a ghost? 

My wife and I did have some strange experiences in our 
previous house back in Berkshire. We used to both ‘see’ 
something dark and shapeless move around the house. I 
later found out the previous occupants had both died in 
the house so maybe they refused to leave! There is one 
particular spot on the ghost walk that is quite ‘eerie’ - sev¬ 
eral people on last year’s Hallowe’en walk were quite 
spooked by it. 

■ HAS anyone ever chickened out on a tour? 

Yes. The ghost walk runs for just over an hour, but re¬ 
cently a group of young girls backed out after just 20 min¬ 
utes. I have also had several people change their minds 
at the start. It’s not that frightening - all you need is an 
open mind and a strong stomach. 

■ WHICH historical ghost would you least like to 
meet in a dark alley? 

I think to come face to face with the apparition of a 17th 
century ‘plague doctor’ would be a terrifying experience. 
These nightmarish figures silently walked the streets with 
huge beak-like masks filled with herbs. They were preva¬ 
lent all across Dorset, so there’s always that chance. 

■ IF you could go back in time what event would 
you most like to witness? 

Being an English Civil War buff, the Battle of Naseby in 
June of 1645. 

■ WHAT do you like about living in Dorset? 

Living in Dorset has greatly improved our quality of life 
as a family. We all seem to benefit from the unhurried 
pace of life here. And of course, the coastline is arguably 
some of the most beautiful in the country. 

■ ANY reason why you might go down in history? 

I’d like to be remembered as ‘the man who gave the vis¬ 
itors to Bridport an unsettling holiday’. 

■ DO you have a favourite ghost story? 

My all-time favourite story is A Christmas Carol by 
Charles Dickens. It’s terrifying and charming at the same 
time.

Police target motorists with day long operation Batteries and fuel 


THREE quarters of the 167 motoring offences detected 
by police in Dorchester of Wednesday of last week were 
for speeding. 

The Surround a Town event also saw 27 tickets issued 
to drivers not wearing a seat belt and seven caught using 
a mobile phone will driving. 

Of those caught without a seatbelt more than 80 per cent 
took the opportunity to attend a free seatbelt awareness 
course held at the Brownsword Hall. 

Police say the figures are much better than when a sim¬ 
ilar exercise was carried out in 2010, when a total of 287 
motoring offences were detected.

In a statement the BBC 
said that the breakfast pro¬ 
gramme on 103.8FM, 
which comes from the 
Bincombe transmitter on 
the Ridgeway, would be 
“speech-led”. 

The BBC’s proposals do 
not include new transmit¬ 
ters for the west and north 
of Dorset. 

The current signal does 
not reach large parts of 
Dorset, including Lyme 
Regis, Bridport, Beamin- 
ster, Sherborne, Blandford 


Forum, Sturminster New¬ 
ton, Shaftesbury, Gilling¬ 
ham, Wimborne Minster, 
Lulworth, Corfe Castle 
and Swanage. 

The majority of Poole 
and Bournemouth is also 
unable to hear the signal. 

Last year the BBC com¬ 
missioned a company to 
interview just over 1,000 
people in Weymouth, 
Bridport and Dorchester. 

It found that 33 per cent 
of those surveyed said they 
were very or extremely 
likely to listen to a break¬ 
fast show broadcast from 
Dorchester; 32 per cent 
said they were quite likely.

As well as the extra enforcement activity that took place 
during Wednesday’s Surround a Town event, Dorset 
Road Safe staff and partners worked with a group of 320 
children from Dorchester Middle School to deliver edu¬ 
cation and advice on cycle safety. 

Dorset Fire and Rescue Service, Dorset Road Safe and 
members of the Dorchester and Sherborne Safer Neigh¬ 
bourhood teams were at the Tesco store in Dorchester of¬ 
fering shoppers road safety advice. 

“The vast majority of the feedback we received from 
the event in Dorchester was extremely positive and I 
would like to thank the local schools and Tesco for their 
support,” said Mr Austin. 

“Most of the drivers caught during the day accepted that 
they were in the wrong and that they had no excuse for 
the offences they committed.” 

As always, some of the drivers stopped for traffic of¬ 
fences produced some unusual comments and behaviour. 

Mr Austin described some of the incidents they delt 
with on the day: “The driver of an escort vehicle towing 
an abnormal load happily drove past a marked police car 
whilst texting. He didn’t even notice the police car and 
was somewhat shocked when the unmarked police bike 
caught him up and issued him with a ticket. 

“One driver claimed it wasn’t his fault he was on the 
phone while driving - it was his wife’s as she didn’t stop 
calling him. 

“A man driving his friend’s BMW overtook an un¬ 
marked police bike and regretted it when he received his 
speeding ticket for doing 98 miles per hour on the 
Tolpuddle Bypass. 

“Another man tried to explain to officers he wasn’t 
wearing his seatbelt as he thought there was a wasp in 
his car and he was trying to avoid it. 

“One driver was caught on a laser camera travelling at 
129 miles per hour on the Tolpuddle Bypass.” 


stolen from quarry 

POLICE in Dorchester are appealing for informa¬ 
tion after batteries and fuel were stolen from lor¬ 
ries belonging to a local firm at Warmwell Quarry. 

Heavy duty copper cable, owned by Bardon Ag¬ 
gregates, was also taken in the incident, which oc¬ 
curred sometime between 7.30pm on Monday, 
May 21 st and 2.45am on Tuesday 22nd. The North 
entrance gate on the Dorchester to Morton 
Road was forced open during the evening, and a 
gang of five men entered the site in a large vehi¬ 
cle. 

The thieves spent several hours stealing what 
they could, before leaving via the same gate. 

Inspector Les Fry, of Dorchester Police, said: "This 
is a significant theft which has caused serious 
harm and disruption to the business. 

"We also have no doubt that somebody will have 
knowledge of the stolen batteries and fuel, or be 
offered these for sale over the coming weeks. 

"We are particularly keen to hear from anybody 
who may have seen a suspicious vehicle or any 
strange activity at the North entrance of the com¬ 
pany's site during the times of the incident."

Consultation over pain relief 
clinic described as a 'sham' 


A DORSET County Hos¬ 
pital governor has de¬ 
scribed the consultation in 
February over a new pain 
relief services as a “sham, 
unrealistic and unrepresen¬ 
tative.” 

Michel Hooper-Immins, 
a public Governor of 
Dorset County Hospital 
Foundation Trust, made 
the claim at a Council of 
Governors meeting. 

He told fellow Gover¬ 
nors that in the last three 
months, he had heard from 
many confused Pain Clinic 
patients, most of whom re¬ 
port having received no in¬ 
formation at all on the new 
service. 

“I believe this discred¬ 
ited process should begin 
again with all Pain Clinic 
patients being given a fair 
opportunity to comment 
on an easily understood 
consultation paper,” Mr 
Hooper-Immins told fel¬ 
low Governors at the 
Brownsword Hall public 
meeting. 

“I believe patients should 
always be consulted when 
substantial changes to their 
treatment are being con¬ 
templated. Indeed, the 
Secretary of State for 
Health believes patients 
should be at the heart of 
everything the NHS does.” 

Amanda Gallagher, the 


Dorset PCT nominee on 
the DCHFT Council of 
Governors said she had 
been told a letter had been 
sent to all Pain Clinic pa¬ 
tients in March. 

Chairman Jeffery Ell- 
wood, noticing a number 
of patients in the public 
seats, called on Dorchester 
patient Peter Watson to 
confirm if he had received 
such a letter from the PCT. 

Mr Watson said he and 
other Pain Clinic patients 
had not received any such 
letter. 

Said Mr Hooper-Im¬ 
mins: “I do not understand 
why Dorset PCT find it so 


difficult to consult Pain 
Clinic patients on a new 
service. I was much con¬ 
cerned that only about 30 
out of around 900 patients 
had been advised of the 
now infamous meeting in 
the Dorchester United 
Church on February 2nd. 

“With fellow Governor 
Andy Hutchings, we met 
Dorset PCT on February 
28th and it was agreed a 
simpler consultation docu¬ 
ment - the original being 
very technically phrased, 
with repetitive waffle - 
would be circulated to all 
Pain Clinic patients. That 
has not happened.” 


The Pain Clinic is held at 
Dorset County Hospital, 
who have given notice to 
withdraw from providing 
the service. As the com¬ 
missioning authority, 
Dorset Primary Care Trust 
are inviting expressions of 
interest from suitable 
providers. It is likely to be 
near the end of the year be¬ 
fore any new provider, of¬ 
fering a pain relief service 
across Dorset, will be in 
place. 

The County Hospital 
continues to provide the 
service until a new 
provider is in place. 


Gas fracking subject of film 


A FILM on the controversial technique of 
"fracking" for gas was shown in Dorch¬ 
ester this week. 

The showing of "Gasland" in the Corn 
Exchange on Wednesday (May 30th) was 
followed by a discussion on hydraulic 
fracturing in the South West. 

Gasland reveals the story of the envi¬ 
ronmental and health impacts of shale 
gas extraction in the US. 

Applications are already underway in 
Somerset and it is feared that companies 
are now looking at Dorset to see of ex¬ 
traction of shale gas through this contro¬ 
versial practice can take place here. 

At a UK level, The Co-operative wants 


to see an immediate moratorium on 
shale gas development and fracking - 
the process whereby high-pressure 
water, sand and chemicals fracture shale 
rock to release gas. 

Pete Vallance, Regional Membership 
Manager for The Co-operative in the 
South West, who promoted the showing 
of the film, said: "Shale gas is another 
dirty fossil fuel that we can't afford to ex¬ 
ploit without risking environmental dis¬ 
aster - that is why we are calling for a 
moratorium on any further exploitation 
of shale gas which will allow the wider 
environmental concerns to be fully ex¬ 
posed and addressed." 



Remarkably transforming floors 
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Litter campaigners' signs stolen 


SIGNS encouraging people to 
keep Dorchester tidy have been 
stolen - within a week of being put 
up. 

The small temporary sign, which 
said the area had been cleared of 
litter and dog’s mess by volunteers, 
was put up after Dorchester Morn¬ 
ing Women’s Institute undertook a 
litter pick up Bowling Alley Walk 
and West Walks. 

They collected five bags of litter, 
the worst area being Bowling 
Alley Walk. 

In an effort to avert such littering

“Perhaps it was too much to ask, 
as within a week the sign disap¬ 
peared - and Stop the Drop mem¬ 
bers have been unable to find it,” 
said chairman Bob Kerr.” 

He added: “Members now ask, 


‘is our county town destined to be 
a permanent litter hot spot?’.”

Review has limited use'according to critics 


CRITICS of West Dorset’s decision making process 
over the district council’s new offices say the 
£65,000 KPMG report has only limited use. 

The auditors make six recommendations for the 
district council on how to improve their procedures 
and practices. 

“The most important sentence in the KPMG re¬ 
port, showing how limited their remit is, appears in 
the Executive Summary: ‘Our (KPMG’s) review fo¬ 
cused on the process and procedures undertaken by 
the council, not the decisions made by the council’,” 
said John Grantham from the Public Holds WDDC 
to Account group. 

“We are delighted to see KPMG’s six recommen¬ 
dations for Improvement by WDDC on their future 
processes, though our enduring concern is on the de¬ 
cisions WDDC has taken, leading to the overall hor¬ 
rendous-looking and over-sized administrative 
office edifice in the heart of the county town of 
Dorchester. 


“The building effectively stands as its own monu¬ 
ment to the lack of proper democracy, and for the 
vital need for real democracy in future. 

The KMPG review, reported in View From Dorch¬ 
ester last week, concluded that West Dorset District 
Council has followed a “reasonable process” in its 
decision to relocate to new offices in Dorchester. 

West Dorset District Council Leader, Robert Gould 
welcomed the findings of the review: “We accept the 
recommendations that have been made and have al¬ 
ready started to act on some of them. For instance, 
we have taken steps to improve the ability of local 
residents to engage with the council by introducing 
public questions at full council meetings. 

“Looking to the future, we are committed to pro¬ 
gressing the Charles Street development and the 
opening of the new district council offices towards 
the end of this year.”

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Ruth's tribute to roy^ 1 family 


SELF-CONFESSED Royalist and local author Ruth 
Binney has published her latest book to help celebrate 
the Queen’s Diamond Jubilee. 

Ruth, who lives just outside Dorchester, was a young 
girl of eight when she was taken to London from her 
then home in Devon, to see the celebrations as the 
Queen took to the throne. 

She recalled: “We were only eight and eleven but we 
were put on the train at Tiverton and met by my aunt 
in London.. .we watched the procession on the televi¬ 
sion and from Piccadilly. I have never forgotten it. I 
have a clear picture in my mind, even today, of the 
Royal coach.” 

Ruth’s book - Amazing and Extraordinary Facts: 
Royal Family Life - took her just six weeks to com¬ 
plete. 

Initial research involved widespread reading, her 
own knowledge and then internet and other searches 
to complete the project, aided by neighbour Janet Tay¬ 
lor. 

Ruth makes light of her quick turn-around for the 
book but the speed points to a lifetime in publishing, 
both with the Readers Digest organisation, a good 
brief from the publisher and the fact that she now has 
ten books to her credit. 

The experience has also given her the chance to re¬ 
flect on the Royal Family and how, as she sees it, they 
failed to offer satisfactory training for either Diana or 
Fergie’. 

She said: “If you contrast how well Kate has been 
groomed you will see that they have learnt a lesson 
and as a consequence the Monarchy is more popular 
now than it was a few years ago.” 

Not that Ruth’s book is even mildly critical of the 
Royal Family, it is much more of a tribute in this spe¬ 
cial year, but its stories and look back at the Royal 
family to the times of Henry VIII does reflect the way 
some things have changed. 

“I’m very pleased with it as a book, especially given 
the short time scale I was given to produce it in,” she 
said.

AROUND a thousand people queued to get 
their first look at Dorchester’s new Lidl store 
the evening before it opened for business. 

And when it did open on Thursday morn¬ 
ing, the first task of his year in office for 
Mayor Andy Canning, some shoppers had 
been waiting for up to an hour for the doors 
to open. 

First across the threshold were Brian and 
Jennifer Warren-Peachey who were re¬ 
warded for their patience with a bottle of 
champagne. 

“It was marvellous. We got a lot of half- 
price bargains and came away with about six 
bags of shopping for under £40,” said Jen¬ 
nifer after their first shop at Lidl. 

Although the business has been ready to 
trade for months, and the 17 staff recruited, 
and trained, its opening had been held up by 
the need to improve the road layout at the 
junction at the bottom of The Grove. 

Mayor Andy Canning, accompanied by his 
son James, 15, welcomed the store for the 
extra choice it would offer local shoppers - 
a view reflected by chamber of commerce 
secretary Kenneth Addison: “It’s a great ad¬ 
dition to the town.

There are still recommendations for improvement 


THE investigation report posted on 
the internet by KPMG on WDDC’s 
proposed new Charles St Offices 
has an exceedingly narrow remit, 
but six important “Recommenda¬ 
tions for Improvement” have been 
made even out of the narrow area 
studied, and KPMG have con¬ 
firmed they “will be looking to see 
that the stated improvements are 
made”. 

KPMG confirms its limited brief 
in its Executive Summary: “Our re¬ 
view focused on the process and 
procedures undertaken by the 
council, not the decisions made by 
the council.” 

Moreover it has considered only 
phase one (offices) and not phase 
two (shopping development) in this 
investigation. 

Limited though the scope is, 
KPMG have now put vital stakes in 
the ground...there can be no turn¬ 


ing back now on certain key issues, 
not to mention issues that still exist 
but could not be covered by the 
limited remit KPMG had for this 
investigation. 

One example of an issue picked 
up by KPMG is where they say 
“the tender from Simons did not in¬ 
clude the cost of the [Charles St 
South car-park[ land as this was al¬ 
ready owned by the council.” 
KPMG goes on to say: “It would 
have been appropriate to have at¬ 
tributed a value based upon its ex¬ 
isting car park revenue.” 

We also ask...if they’d put the 
land on the open market for devel¬ 
opment instead of siting new coun¬ 
cil offices there, what revenue 
might have been achieved? (instead 
of the zero value placed on it by 
WDDC). 

Another example concerns the 
£250k loan offered to Simons - but 


not to the other tenderers - Si¬ 
mons’ second recommendation is 
“Where the council is engaged in a 
tender process, it should take care 
to be seen to be fair, and not to be 
perceived to favour one party.” We 
continue to have most serious 
reservations about the even-hand¬ 
edness of this loan to just one ten¬ 
derer. 

There are many other issues 
raised by KPMG and a host of is¬ 
sues remain that they could not 
look at because of their investiga¬ 
tion’s remit. Only when these is¬ 
sues have been fully aired 
democratically will the public 
allow this matter to move to the 
background. 

Nothing but nothing must allow 
democracy to be side-lined.

George is still branding after 60 year career 


A REMARKABLE 81-year-old 
who has been teaching at 
Kingston Maurward College for 
three decades has been named the 
UK’s oldest freeze brander. 

George Winslade, from Upwey, 
has spent more than 60 years in 
farming, including significant pe¬ 
riods in both New Zealand and 
Africa. 

George has also taught the sub¬ 
ject at Kingston Maurward Col¬ 
lege in Dorchester for more than 
30 years. 

During a career spanning six 
decades, one of George’s most no¬ 
table achievements was his in¬ 
volvement in the blood testing for 
Brucellosis epidemic in 1971. 

Since he was instrumental in the 
eradication of the disease and 


needed a new career path, he 
turned to freeze-branding in the 
early 1980s. 

Freeze branding is the perma¬ 
nent identification of horses and 
cattle. It has great visibility from 
a distance providing a clear mark, 
enabling easy identification of 
cattle and a long term security 
code. 

The process involves using a 
super cold iron by freezing with 
liquid nitrogen to alter the colour 
pigment-producing cells in the 
skin. The result is that white or 
colourless hair instead of coloured 
hair grows at the brand site. 

The branding iron is held on the 
animal’s skin for 30 seconds, de¬ 
stroying the colour follicles at the 
brand site so that they no longer 


produce pigment. The hair contin¬ 
ues to grow, resulting in the hair 
at the brand site containing no 
colour, and appears white. 

Dairy Manager Nigel Allen said: 
“George is unstoppable. He’s 
been teaching at Kingston Maur¬ 
ward College for 40 years, you 
just don’t get that sort of knowl¬ 
edge these days. It’s an honour to 
have him teaching here, the stu¬ 
dents really benefit from his expe¬ 
rience.” 

George, who once freeze- 
branded 999 cows during two 
days, recognises the expertise re¬ 
quired as a freeze-branding pro¬ 
fessional. 

He said: “It’s a very skilled prac¬ 
tice. Anyone can try it, but not 
everyone can actually do it.”

The Lubbecke Schutzen Musik Corps 
will be playing at the Dorford Centre 
on Monday, July 16th at 7.30pm. They 
will be appearing with Dorchester’s 
Durnovaria Silver Band. 

The German wind band can trace its 
history back to 1492, but by the 1950s 
it had been largely forgotten. 


The band was re-established in 1962, 
and has since gone from strength to 
strength, establishing musical links with 
local schools and playing widely in 
Germany and across western Europe. 

Friendship between the LSMC and 
Dorchester’s Durnovaria Silver Band 
led to Lubbecke and Dorchester being 
twinned in 1973 and there have been 
many exchange visits since then. 

For 2012, the LSMC will be visiting 
Dorchester from July 13th to 16th.

Jubilee Gala Performance in Weymouth! 


THOUSANDS of visitors are ex¬ 
pected in Maiden Newton later in 
the month for the biennial Maiden 
Newton at War event. 

The historical weekend, which 
runs from Saturday 23 to Sunday, 
June 24th, commemorates the part 
played by the village and surround¬ 
ing area in the Second World War. 

Attractions over the two-day 
event will include military and vin¬ 
tage vehicle displays, demonstra¬ 
tions, exhibits of 1940s and Second 
World War memorabilia, and a dis¬ 
play by a Hurricane from the Battle 
of Britain Memorial Flight. 

There will also be a number of re¬ 
enactor groups from around the UK 
as well as the continent attending 
the event. The groups, who repre¬ 
sent a number of different units 
that fought in the Second World 
War, will take part in a battle re-en¬ 
actment on both Saturday and Sun¬ 
day. 

In addition there will be other 
stalls and refreshment stands as 
well as a 1940s style dance on Sat¬ 
urday evening. 

The event will be started by Ar¬ 
mour and Embarkation, an event 
that is held just off the nearby A37 
over the same weekend and which 
features the largest array of tanks 
and military vehicles to gather in 
the area since the Second World 
War. Their parade of historic vehi¬ 
cles will set off from Maiden New¬ 
ton at War during Saturday 
morning. 

Ian Hambidge, one of the organ¬ 
isers, said: "The event has some¬ 


thing for everyone and attracts en¬ 
thusiasts as well as families and 
people looking for something a bit 
different. 

"We are really proud that it has 
been described as the premier 
1940s re-enactment event in the 
South West and one of the best in 
the country. 

"The committee that organises 
the event is made up of local resi¬ 
dents and representatives, includ¬ 
ing the headteacher of the local 
school, so it is a real community 
event. 

"We want to encourage as many 
people as possible to come along, 
get dressed up if they like, and re¬ 
ally get into the spirit of the event. 

"Last time we had some visitors 
who came from hundreds of miles 
away to attend which was fantastic." 

Maiden Newton has close links to 
the Second World War as it was 
seen as a strategic pinch point if the 
German army 
succeeded in in¬ 
vading the 
south coast of 
England. The vil¬ 
lage lay at the 
junction of two 
key rail routes 
and was heavily 
fortified as a re¬ 
sult. 

A number of 
concrete Pill 
Boxes are still in 
evidence in the 
area which, 
along with anti 


tank obstacles and other defensive 
measures, were designed to slow 
the progress of the invading army 
through Maiden Newton. American 
troops were also stationed in the 
area while they waited to take part 
in the D-Day landings and the area 
had an active Home Guard. 

Ian said: "There was a rich history 
in the village so when we were 
looking for a fundraising event for 
the village it seemed an obvious 
choice. 

"It also worked really well for the 
local primary school as it comple¬ 
mented the history curriculum so 
the school has given a lot of sup¬ 
port to the event as well."

DORCHESTERTOPPLED BY LEADERS 


Dorset Funeral Plan League 
Premier League 
WlMBORNE & COLEHILL 246-5 BEAT 
Dorchester 186 all out by 60 runs 

DORCHESTER suffered their first defeat 
of the season at the hands of unbeaten 
Wimborne & Colehill. 

After James Dunham (3-45) had raised 
the county town's hopes with two early 
wickets, the host put their visitors to the 
sword under a blazing sun with Mike Kit- 
son smashing a century and Francis Ker- 
rins 45 as the pair put on 142 for the 
fourth wicket as they set Dorchester a 
target of 247 to win. 

Pete Moxom and James Lewis made a 
good start in reply and Ian Sibley looked 
to build an innings, but after that a 
mediocre batting display saw them fall 
60 runs short. 

Having won the toss and elected to 
bat, home captain Andy Hayward be¬ 
came the first of four victims for wicket¬ 
keeper Sean Fitzgerald when he caught 
him off of Dunham, and Ben Bridgen fol¬ 
lowed the same way soon after to leave 
them 29-2. 

When Colin Randall (32) became the 
third caught behind, this time off Pete 
Moxom it looked promising at 52-3 but 
then Kitson and Kerrins took over. When 
the two had departed Joe Weld (40 not 
out) added to Dorchester's woes. 

Lewis (45) and Moxom (23) put on 48 
for the first wicket before the former was 
caught behind, and although Sibley (20) 
helped add 46 for the second, once 
Lewis went in the 17th over despite 
being ahead of the rate, the rest of the 
batting perished. 

Skipper Martyn Richards playing his 
first game of the season following a knee 
injury admitted: "It was a bad day at the 
office and a bit of a disaster, and all we 
can do is take it on the chin, learn from it 
and try to put things right at home to 
Winton this Saturday." 

Ferndown Wayfarers 195-8 beat 
Weymouth 194 all out by two wickets 

AFTER last week's victory, Weymouth 
were brought down with a bump as they 
suffered a two wicket defeat at Fern- 
down. 

The loss of Hayden White who hit a 
century last week, skipper Dean Janaway 
and Jim Ryall with just 29 on the board 
was not the best start.

Despite a couple of wickets for Jan¬ 
away (2-23) Weymouth couldn't force the 
win that would have kept the momen¬ 
tum going. 

Division Two 

Beaminster 142 all out lost to 
Martinstown 146-2 by eight wickets 

BEAMINSTER are still looking for their 
first win of the season after this defeat by 
high-flying Martinstown. 

Batting first they got off to a poor start 
against some lively bowling from partic¬ 
ularly Matt Camp (4-40) who bagged 
both openers to leave Beaminster 12-2, 
and Chris Read (1-28). 

Paul Martin (11), Richie Runyard (12) 
and Julian Davies (9) perished following

DORCHESTER 2nd's fought out a dra¬ 
matic draw with Cranborne finishing the 
match with only ten players after wicket¬ 
keeper Lewis Chutter had to be carried 
from the field with a twisted knee. 

Winning the toss Cranborne decided to 
bat but Mike Peake, in fine form, took out 
their top four batsmen before he had to 
be withdrawn after pulling a muscle; he 
did however take his place in the field 
despite being severely handicapped by 
the injury. 

Captain Stuart Beasley then got a 
wicket with one that stayed low before 


Chutter's injury which meant that Rhys 
Cole had to take over behind the stumps 
leaving Dorchester a bowler short and 
light in the field. 

To the team's credit they stuck to the 
task and with spinner Aaron Oliver carry¬ 
ing on where he left off last week with 
three wickets they made inroads.

Weymouth 2nd 145 all out lost to 
WlTCHAMPTON 195-8 BY 50 RUNS 

WITH Witchampton struggling at 112-7, 
Weymouth 2nd's are rueing a dropped 
catch that saw the game taken away 
from them. 

Bowles (93) had entered the fray with 
the visitors on 51-4 which quickly be¬ 
came 62-5. Captain Mike Pearce with a 
mean 1 -9 off five overs and Tim Guyett

Riviera sponsorship boost for Terras 


WEYMOUTH Football Club has re¬ 
ceived a huge boost as they look 
to establish themselves writes Stu¬ 
art Broom. 

In the community again with 
the announcement of a sponsor¬ 
ship deal with the Riviera Hotel at 
Bowlease Cove. 

The one-year agreement, with 
an option for a second and possi¬ 
bly third year, covers a number of 
other benefits besides shirt spon¬ 
sorship, and hopefully will en¬ 
courage other businesses and 
individuals to support the club. 

Terras chairman Nigel Biddle- 
combe said:"l think it's a fantastic 
deal and I am so pleased! 

"There were serious dangers of 
the club going out of business 
this summer which we have now 
sorted and are now going for¬ 
ward, so we are a new venture in 
that respect, as is the Riviera Hotel 
who have rebranded and in that 
respect are also a new venture. 

"The trust of the people in Wey¬ 
mouth, be they businessman or 
the public has been lost for sev¬ 
eral years. 

"I believe the fact the Riviera, al¬ 
though owned by people outside 
of the town, is run and staffed by 


local people who have shown 
their commitment. 

"I think the public will see this as 
a great step in the right direction 
and hopefully this will encourage 
more local businesses to come 
back and support the club." 

Discussions between the two 
parties have been ongoing for 
some time and last week the deal 
was sealed. 

Commenting further on the 
club's link with the Riviera Hotel 
he said: "It has been refurbished 
and it is a beautiful place. I haven't 
been there for 30 years since I left 
Weymouth, but I was very im¬ 
pressed when I went there last 
week. They deserve to be success¬ 
ful. 

Regarding negotiations he 
commented: "It was Glenn Taylor 
who did most of the work. He 
identified the possibility and has 
been working hard assisted by 
lain Stone and a couple of others, 
and they have done a brilliant job. 

Advantageous 

It's a five figure deal which in¬ 
cludes the sponsorship of home 
and away kits, and one-year 
memberships for 15 players to 


use the Riviera Leisure Suite 
which comprises a swimming 
pool, gym, sauna and steam room 
on a Thursday which is a training 
night. 

"This will be particularly advan¬ 
tageous during pre-season to 
build the players fitness, but it will 
also help injured players who, un¬ 
able to join in the full training 
programme, will be able to adapt 
the facilities to meet their partic¬ 
ular needs. 

"For instance Warren Byerley 
who has just had an operation on 
his knee will be able to use the 
gym to work on his upper body 
strength or indeed on his good 
leg. 

"They have kindly offered a 
room so our physio Emma can 
work with the players. 

"We have also come to an 
arrangement on other facilities 
such as the ballroom as well as a 
mutual programme to advertise 
each other's product. 

"The hotel will also offer both 
Weymouth fans living away, and 
away side supporters special 
room rates to attend home 
matches." 

Biddlecombe advised that both 


parties are also investigating the 
possibility of joint deals."Perhaps 
cut price tickets for children to in¬ 
clude entry to a Terras home 
match and a reduced ticket for a 
swim at The Riviera or vice-versa. 

"The football club are also inves¬ 
tigating a loyalty card run 
through our supporters associa¬ 
tion and we are confident that 
The Riviera will be a major partner 
in that. 

It's really quite a big deal and 
just doesn't include the financial 
football side, it's the whole pack¬ 
age. 

"The agreement is for one-year 
with an option on a second and 
there is also room for an exten¬ 
sion into a third year which ties in 
with Weymouth Football Club's 
125th anniversary." 

Biddlecombe hopes that the 
venture will help convince the 
public that the board of directors 
who have rallied round and 
picked the club up by its boot¬ 
straps. 

"With the economy struggling 
as it is at the moment we are not 
expecting people to necessarily 
invest big time, but hope that 
they will perhaps become a pa¬ 


tron or sponsor a piece of equip¬ 
ment or an event. 

"The club's been a laughing 
stock for a few years but hopefully 
people will realise that I and all 
the other directors have no finan¬ 
cial interest outside of the club. 

"We are not looking to make 
money, indeed I have given my 
shares to the trust, so no way on 
earth can I or do I, want to make 
any money out of it; we just love 
Weymouth Football Club." 

The Riviera Hotel General Man¬ 
ager Kevin Bungay is looking for¬ 
ward to a blossoming 
relationship with the Terras. 

He said:"lt is really important for 
both the Riviera and Weymouth 
FC to re-establish ourselves in the 
community and this link-up will 
hopefully help both businesses 
do that. 

"We are both up and coming 
and we both want local people to 
come and take advantage of 
what we have on offer; it is that 
shared goal that has brought us 
together. 

"We are very proud to be in 
partnership and hopefully it will 
prove a fruitful one for a long time 
to come."

Engine trouble 
foils Thorne 
double hopes 

TWO individual events and two days of close com¬ 
petition at Wiscombe Park saw the battle for over¬ 
all supremacy as hard fought as ever writes Geoff 
Pickett. 

In the Saturday meeting Ed Hollier, overall vic¬ 
tory in a week ago, made his challenge for overall 
victory with a climb of 36.58 seconds in his Pil- 
beam MP62-Suzuki Hayabusa.
